chief executive of the land, had laid 
at his bier such evidences of public 
grief, widespread sorrow and sincere 
regret as was laid at the bier of Henry 
George. 


Not a dissenting voice was hoard to 


the declaration that Henry George was 
a lover of tbe people, who, be believed, 
were being oppressed, and that he gave 
his life that humanity might live. 


The eulogies uttered, the day gone, 


tbe streets became filled with people 
wbo wished to see 'the funeral cortege 
as it passed in solemn procession down 
New York's greatest streets,

New York, Nov. 1.—The 
body of 


Henry George lay instate in the Grand 
Central palace and 30,000 people rev- 
erently passed the casket and looked 
upon dhe face of the dead philosopher, 
•while as many were turned away for 
lack of time. 


The immense throng was composed 


of representatives of all classes, of all 
shades of life and all religious opin- 
ions. On every face was stamped the 
unniistakeafble signs of regret, while 
•hundreds of faces were drawn with 
Buffering and pain. 


In the early dawn the body 
was 


moved in a plain hearse from Union 
Square hotel to tbe Grand Central pal- 
ace, unattended save by the guards of 
foonor and four po'licemen. 


Behind tbe hearse came a single car- 


riage, Anna 
George, 
the 
youngest 


daughter, who insisted upon accom- 
panying the body to the Grand Central 
palace. No persuasion could sway her 
from her purpose. 


Weeping biltterly, she stood at the 


head of tbe stairs at the hotel and 
begged to be permitted to go. 
S'ha 


wished to arrange the flowers about 
the casket in which her father's re- 
mains 
reposed.

vain, she became importunate and re- 
fused to permit the body to be taken 
away unless she accompanied it. 


The other members of the family, 


their grief emphasized by the child's 
utter abandon of anguish, yielded, and 
Richard George, her brother, accom- 
panied her to the palace. There, wiith 
loving bands, ahe arranged the flow- 
ers as She would have thein, and per- 
mitted no one to lend the slightest aid. 


The funeral services began at 3:25, 


Rev. Dr. Ileber Newton, Episcopalian, 
preaching die sermon. He was fol- 
lowed by Rev. Lyraan Abbott and Rab- 
bi Gotthcil. 


Rev. Dr. Edward 'MeGlynn delivered 


an eloquent sermon on his dead friend 
and was frequently applauded, not- 
withstanding the solemnity o! the oc- 
casion. 


John S. Crosby, one of deceased's 


campaigners, delivered something of a 
political address, urging bis hearers to 
stand by the cause.
